House passes tax reform 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — The House today passed a major tax revision bill that 
would continue current tax cuts, curb some shelters, raise the minimum levy on the 
wealthy and make hundreds of other changes including expanded breaks for working 
parents. 
The massive bill, three years in the hearing and drafting stages, will affect every 
American in some way. It is the first significant revision of the tax code since 1969. 
The compromise bill, which passed the House 383 to 26, raises $1.6 billion in new 
federal revenue. It goes to the Senate which is expected to approve it quickly. 
President Ford also is expected to sign it despite misgivings about a section deny­ 
ing some foreign tax breaks to companies that cooperate in international boycotts. 
Among those benefitting are working parents, those who pay alimony, and 
numerous special interests and industries such as railroads and airlines who get new 
tax breaks. 
Losers include the wealthy who have managed to reduce their tax bills to near zero 
through shelters and preferences, and certain special interests and industries such as 
the oil industry which lose some tax advantages. 


The House defeated 229 to 181 a Republican effort to amend the estate and gift tax 
section of the bill to eliminate a provision which could cost millions to owners of 
large estates in the future. Under an unusual parliamentary situation, that was the 
only amending vote allowed. Normally such compromise bills cannot be amended. 
That provision would gradually phase in a basic change in the method of determin­ 
ing the increase in the value of property for tax purposes when a person dies. 


Under current law, if the heirs should sell the property, they pay tax only on the in­ 
crease in value between the owner’s death and the date of sale. This bill would charge 
tax on the entire increase in value from the time the property was first purchased, 
but not for any increase before Dec. 31, 1976, meaning that it would be some time 
before the tax bite was felt. 


The remainder of the estate and gift tax section in effect would reduce the number 
of estates subject to any tax at all to only the top 2 per cent of estates. This was 
demanded by farmers and others who said the current law often forces heirs to sell 
family property just to pay the tax. 
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'If you fail, we fight,' 
Kaunda tells Kissinger 


LUSAKA, Zambia (U P I) — Zambian 
Presid en t Kenneth Kaunda told 
Secretary of State Henry A.Kissinger to­ 
day that time is against him in his bid to 
set up a negotiating framework for a 
peaceful transition from white to black 
rule in southern Africa. 
In an emotional display in which he ap­ 
peared to be close to sobs at times, 
Kaunda told Kissinger, “ Time is not with 
you. You have days to act, not weeks. If 
you fail, we will fight. We have no alter­ 
native.” 


Kaunda was speaking to Kissinger 
after their first meeting on the 
Secretary’s second leg of his diplomatic 
shuttle between African capitals to try to 
stave off all out guerrilla warfare in 
w hite-ru led South-W est A fric a 
(Namibia) and Rhodesia 


Quoting South African Prime Minister 
John Vorster. Kaunda said: "The alter­ 


native is too ghastly to contemplate. If 
your mission fails, the destruction of life 
and property in Rhodesia and Namibia 
will be miserable. We will fight to the 
last man if necessary. 
"W e want peace,” Kaunda said. 
“ Peace with honor and dignity and 
justice. There can be no compromise. 
We have no alternative except to fight.” 


Kissinger, saying he has “ not given up 
hope” despite a shaky beginning of his 
African peace mission, arrived in Zam­ 
bia earlier today. He was told the Zam­ 
bian government supported stepped-up 
guerrilla warfare to end white rule in 
Rhodesia. 


Kissinger flew here from Dar es 
Salaam, Tanzania, where President 
Julius Nyerere said after talks that he 
"was less hopeful, less encouraged than 
before” about the secretary’s efforts to 
defuse the racial tension in southern 
Lebanese rightists 
fight among selves 


Africa. 
It was understood that Kissinger 
himself now put his chances for success 
at slightly less than 50 per cent. 
The secretary was met at Lusaka’s 
airport by Zambian Foreign Minister 
Siteke Mwale, who like Nyerere sounded 
a skeptical note 
"W e have welcomed Dr. Kissinger’s 
initiative and the best we can do is wish 
you the best of luck in your difficult 
work,” Mwale said. 
In his airport comments, Kissinger 
emphasized he had carefully coordinated 
his peace efforts with African leaders, 
particularly the presidents of Zambia. 
Botswana. Tanzania and Mozambique, 
all “ frontline” states bordering white 
regimes 
“ The initiatives we have taken so far 
have been taken on the basis of the 
closest coordination with the frontline 
presidents.” he said.

Woodcock sure auto strike 
will go beyond two weeks 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Senate 
Ethics Committee has voted to take no 
action against GOP Leader Hugh Scott 
and most other senators who allegedly 
received illegal contributions from Gulf 
Oil Corp., it was learned today. 
The vote was 5 to 1 in a secret session 
Wednesday 
Three members who 
allegedly received Gulf funds voted to 
taken no action They were Chairman 
Howard Cannon. D-Nev.; Herman 
Talmadge. D-Ga . and Carl Curtis. R- 
Neb. 
Only Sen. Edward Brooke. RMass , 
cast a dissenting vote at the unan­ 
nounced meeting, which ended the com­ 
mittee’s investigation into charges that 
Gulf lobbyist Claude Wild Jr. parceled 
out hundreds of thousands of dollars in 
company funds to various members of 
Congress over a 13-year period. 
Scott never has denied receiving 
money from Wild, but has maintained 
that he thought the funds were legal 
private donations, not corporate contri­ 
butions 
Apparently the committee in its secret 
resolution decided to drop the cases of 
most of the 19 senators who allegedly 
accepted the funds, but it was learned 
that the investigation of Sen 
Daniel 
Inouye. D-Hawaii, still may be active

Treasury 
may scrap 
penny coin 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - TheTreasury 
Department is considering a plan that 
could mean the end of the penny gum- 
ball. 
Mint Director Mary Brooks said 
Wednesday the Treasury is thinking 
about doing away with the penny because 
it is more trouble than it is worth. 
At the same time, she told a news con­ 
ference. the Treasury also might do 
away with the Kennedy half-dollar and 
replace the Eisenhower silver dollar 
with a new. lighter $1 coin. 
Circulation problems for these coins in 
recent years prompted the department 
to ask a North Carolina company. 
Research Triangle Institute, to conduct 
an 18-month, $120.000 study into possible 
solutions 
R esults of the study in dicate 
Americans rarely use half dollar coins 
and almost never use the Eisenhower $1 
coin. Furthermore, the public has a 
tendency to hoard pennies 
Another reason for eliminating the 
penny, according to the institute, is that 
the cost of manufacturing the coin rapid­ 
ly is approaching its net worth. 
It now costs the Mint about seven- 
tenths of a penny to make a penny The 
study estimates that by 1985 it will cost 
the government 1.27 cents to make a pen­ 
ny 
Possible alternatives to the copper 
penny problem, the RTI said, might be a 
cheaper aluminum penny, a two-cent 
coin or doing away with it altogether

welfare fraud task force 


D ETRO IT (U P I) — United Auto 
Workers President Leonard Woodcock 
won’t predict how long 170.000 workers 
will be off the job in a billion-dollar con­ 
tract dispute with the Ford Motor Co., 
but he’s sure it will be more than the two 
weeks some observers forecast. 
There were no negotiations scheduled 
today, the second full day of the 
nationwide walkout at 102 plants 
operated by Ford in 22 states The strike 
began after the union rejected a final 
company proposal Ford claimed was 
worth $1 billion to workers over three 
years. 
The dispute is the largest industrial 
strike in the nation since General Motors 
was shut for 67 days in 1970. There were 
no reports of any picket-line violence 
Woodcock Wednesday blasted reports 
made before and after the strike began 
at 11:59 p.m. Tuesday that the walkout 
would be short — probably less than two 


W6^ks 
"People who have absolutely nothing 
to do with these negotiations are saying 
it will last two weeks as though we have 
a game plan or a script.” Woodcock told 
a cheering gathering of the Michigan 
AFL-CIO “ I don’t know how long it will 
last ” 
Woodcock said both the union and com­ 
pany have expressed the desire to keep 
the strike as short as possible because of 
its impact on Ford employes and the 
national economy But he said there is no 
way ol knowing how long it will last 
“ Obviously, if I knew it would be two 


or three weeks long, we should have been 
able to settle it without a strike,” the un­ 
ion president said. 
Analysts already have begun assessing 
the impact of the strike, which is costing 
Ford 40,000 cars a week in production 
and Ford workers $50 million a week in 
lost wages They are receiving between 
$40 and $50 a week in strike benefits from 
a record $175 million strike fund that will 
be depleted at the rate of $11 million a 
week 
Michigan and Ohio will bear the brunt 
of the dispute, which has closed 38 
Michigan plants employing 85.000 
workers and 14 Ohio facilities with 33.000 
workers. 
The repercussions of the strike on the 
economy were not expected to be felt for 
about 30 days, when the affects were ex­ 
pected to reach the steel industry and 
possibly the tire industry, which recently 
suffered a lengthy strike by the United 
Rubber Workers Union. 
Steel industry sources said a "soft” 
market has already resulted in hundreds 
of steel industry layoffs across the 
country and that the Ford strike poses a 
threat of additional furloughs. 
Although Ford is the only one of the 
four major car makers to produce its 
own steel, a company spokesman said it 
must still purchase 55 to 60 per cent of its 
needs from steel companies. 
The spokesman said Ford already has 
sent stop shipment orders to nearly all 
steel companies holding Ford pro­ 
duction contracts

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Com­ 
merce Department said today personal 
income of the average American worker 
increased 0.4 per cent in August, about 
half the rate of July and the lowest rise 
in more than a year. 
The $6 1 billion rise in personal income 
followed a revised $13 billion climb in 
August when cost-of-living increases 
went into effect for Social Security and 
welfare recipients 
Wages and salaries also rose in July, 
the first month of a new accounting year 
for many businesses 
The August increase was the smallest 
monthly gam since personal income dip­ 
ped $1.7 billion in July. 1975 


Commerce estimated personal income 
was $1.389 5 billion in August at an 
adjusted annual rate. This compared 
with $1,383 4 billion in July and $1.267 5 
billion in August 1975 
Commerce said all categories of in­ 
come continued to rise except those from 
rents and farms. Farm owners’ income 
fell $3 5 billion for the second straight 
month It was down $2.4 billion in July 
Rental incomes were down $200 million 


Wages and salaries increased $4 5 
billion, about half the rate in July when 
they rose $8 9 billion Social Security, 
welfare and other transfer payments 
rose $16 billion, about one-third the $4 5 
billion rate in July. 


Commerce said factory payrolls in­ 
creased $11 billion in August despite a 
shorter average working week Higher 
employment in manufacturing and pay 
hikes offset fewer working hours.

Ag rezoning 
advice sought

The 
c o n tro v e r s ia l 
agricultural rezoning project 
for burgeoning Santa Ynez 
Valley conceivably could come 
to an end before the Board of 
Supervisors receives it for final 
decision 
By a 6-3 vote, the County 
Planning Commission Wednes­ 
day decided to request the 
county supervisors themselves 
for advice as to whether the 
planning body should proceed 
with the lengthy matter. 
Meanwhile, members of the 
Santa Ynez Valley General 
Plan Advisory Committee, who 
were entrusted to draw up the 
rezoning plan, have reacted 
angrily to an action initiated by 
Fourth D istrict Supervisor 
Francis H Beattie, of Lompoc, 
to disband the committee and 
have its responsibilities taken 
over by the Beattie-supported 
new Upper Santa Ynez Valley 
Planning and Zoning Commit­ 
tee. 
A d v is o ry 
C o m m ittee 
chairman John Wiester and cat­ 
tleman Willy Chamberlin rap­ 
ped Beattie for dissolving the 
committee without informing 
the members and at a time 
when it is endeavoring to 
finalize the rezoning plan, 
aim ed 
at 
p re s e rv in g 
agricultural lands threatened 
by urbanization. 
Wiester said he thought real 
estate interests had interceded, 
and Chamberlin scored Beattie 
for going back on a promise he 


said the supervisor had given 
him to keep the advisory group 
intact until its General Plan 
and agricultural rezoning tasks 
were completed. 
Beattie has contended the ad­ 
visory group had been making a 
large number of changes in the 
original plan, and added that 
only several of its members 
were actively at work He said 
he was putting W iester, 
Chamberlin, and Lorna Pinassi 
of the advisory group on the 
new committee. 
The com m ission agreed 
Wednesday to carry on with the 
rezoning hearings involving 
several Valley areas Wednes­ 
day. but it was left in doubt 
whether more would be held 
Some commissioners pointed 
out the majority of the five-man 
board repeatedly have been 
overriding the planners in their 
attempts to keep Valley farm 
properties from being split up 
By apparently going counter 
to their own previous policy 
declaration against such lot 
splits, the supervisors have 
given the impression they 
aren't too keen on "freezing” 
farm properties until a final 
decision is made, it was shown. 
Boyd Bettencourt, Santa Ynez 
Valley commission member, 
pointed out that “ broad 
questions” linked to the rezon­ 
ing plan "s till need to be 
answered." He said one of 
these was the position needed to 
be taken on the ranchette ques­ 
tion in the Valley. 


Frost says lower taxes 
support limited growth 


Lower county government and school tax rate figures this year were hailed 
Wednesday as supporting contentions of limited-growth advocates that communities 
with stable populations can lower tax levies while areas with high growth rates are 
hit by higher taxes. Board of Supervisors chairman Frank J. Frost declared. 
Noting figures from the office of Auditor-Controller William L. Parsons calling at­ 
tention to the affect on the combined rate of lower county and school rates in a 
number of ares. Frost asserted the "new tax rate figures tend to support what I have 
been saying for years.” 
The First District supervisor pointed to a "near zero growth rate” as having made 
possible substantial slashes this year in the Santa Barbara elementary and high 
school district areas because "no additional demands were placed on schools and ser­ 
vices.” 
Frost, a history professor at UC Santa Barbara who is reitiring from the board 
after completion of his initial term this year, said the county rate slash of 34 cents 
was accomplished in past because "services to a stable population could be cut back 
and partly because many grandiose public works projects thought to be necessary 
back in the old days of rapid growth no longer seemed so crucial.” 
The contrast between limited growth and rapid growth was illustrated, Frost said, 
by the declining levies in "stable” South Coast areas and the rise in rates in the fast- 
growing Carpintería area, which is also in Frost’s First District. 
Carpintería Unified School District, he said, "paid for ... the most rapid growth on 
the South Coast in recent years ... with a 21 cent increase on an already high tax 
rate.”

Such complaints, he felt, "seem to call for the type of womb-to-tomb social plann­ 
ing visualized in the days of the New Deal.” 
"Where our young people live and work will be determined by the market place," 
he asserted.

30 towns lose water 


LONDON (U P I) — Water was cut off in­ 
definitely to 30 towns and villages in south­ 
western England today as a result of Britain’s 
prolonged drought. 
It is the first time water supplies have been 
completely stopped in this country in 20 years. 
About 40.000 householders are without water 
and have to carry all the supplies they need for 
drinking, washing and flushing toilets in buckets 
and cans filled at hastily erected street corner 
taps. 
Many homes also are without heat, since hot 
water central heating units cannot be used. 
About 160,000 people in six towns throughout 
northern Devon will be affected by the ban by 
the weekend. 


More quakes hit Italy 


UDINE. Italy (U P I) — At least five more 
shocks of moderate intensity today rocked the 
Friuli region of northeastern Italy, adding to the 
problems of thousands forced into tent cities by 
major tremors Wednesday and a severe quake 
last May. 
No injuries were reported from the latest 
shocks, but a heavy thunderstorm compounded 
the misery of the refugees living in tents or un­ 
der cars. 


Many were sheltered from the rain under 
covered passageways — ready to make a dash 
for the open if another earthquake strikes. 


Almost 40 earth shocks jolted the region 
Wednesday, collapsing most of the structures 
damaged — but not destroyed — by a quake May 
6 that killed almost 1,000 persons and left 79,000 
homeless. 


Police said at least seven persons were killed 
Wednesday and about 80 were injured. 


Smith confidence vote 


UM TALI, Rhodesia (U P I) — Prime Minister 
Ian Smith today won the unanimous approval of 
his ruling Rhodesia Front party to negotiate 
Rhodesia’s race problems with Secretary of 
State Henry A Kissinger. 


A party spokesman said the 600 delegates at­ 
tending annual congress—which is closed to 
reporters—gave Smith a free hand on the eve of 
a meeting between Kissinger and South African 
Prime Minister John Vorster to find a peace for­ 
mula for the white-ruled nations of southern 
Africa 


Government spokesmen would not comment 
on news reports that Smith would fly to Pretoria 
shortly for his second round of talks with 
Vorster in a week, and possibly a meeting with 
Kissinger who is scheduled to arrive in the South 
African capital Friday from talks with Zambian 
President Kenneth Kaunda 


Schorr's lips sealed 
WASHINGTON (U PI) - The House Ethics 
Committee is pondering what to do about CBS 
reporter Daniel Schorr, who refused to identify 
his source for a secret intelligence report 
despite warnings that he could face criminal 
charges for maintaining silence. 
Rep. John J. Flynt, D-Ga., the committee 
chairman, nine times read out the elaborate 
warning at a standing-room-only, televised ses­ 
sion Wednesday when Schorr evoked his First 
Amendment rights and journalistic ethics in 
refusing to name the person who supplied the 
document. 
“ Beyond constitutional arguments,’’ the 
reporter said, “ to betray a source would be to 
betray myself, my career and my life. It is not 
as simple as saying that I refuse to do it. I can­ 
not do it.’’ 
Flynt finally and unexpectedly adjourned the 
hearing, excusing Schorr but reminding him he 
was still under subpoena to be recalled. 


Egypt votes on Sadat 


CAIRO (U PI) — With posters and streamers 
at polling stations proclaiming renewed con­ 
fidence in President Anwar Sadat, Egyptians 
voted today in a national referendum on his 
nomination for a second six-year term. 
A massive endorsement was expected for the 
soft-spoken president who broke away from 
Soviet influence and established closer ties with 
the United States. 


Sadat’s current term expires Oct. 15. He was 
nominated unanimously for a second term by 
parliament on Aug. 25 but under the constitution 
the nomination must be upheld in a national 
referendum. 


Drought loss high 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - State Food and 
Agriculture Director L.T. Wallace says Califor­ 
nia growers have suffered approximately $437 
million dollars in losses so far because of 
widespread drought conditions with cattle 
ranchers the hardest hit. 


Wallace said Wednesday ranchers have lost 
$4017 million from the Winter-Spring water 
shortage. 


Wallace said much of the loss was due to dry 
rangeland conditions which forced ranchers to 
haul feed and water to livestock and eventually 
sell their animals early for pen feeding or sl­ 
aughter. 


Small grain farmers, manv of whom depend 
on rainfall rather than irrigation for water, were 
next hardest hit. losing an estimated $22 8 
million

Forced busing flayed 
CLEVELAND (U PI) — The federal judiciary 
is violating the Constitution by ordering man­ 
datory school busing to achieve desegregation in 
some cities, former Sen. Sam Ervin of North 
Carolina said Wednesday. Ervin said during 
a news conference he believes the busing orders 
are contrary to the equal protection clause of the 
Constitution. He said the clause is violated when 
some children are permitted to go to 
neighborhood schools while others are denied 
the chance to attend school near their homes. 
“ Oceans and oceans of judicial sophistry can’t 
wash away the fact that similar groups are being 
treated in different manners,” said Ervin, who 
was hailed as a a constitutional scholar while 
directing the Senate’s Watergate hearings. 


Women workers increase 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — Growing numbers of 
working women will drive the nation’s labor 
force above 100 million persons by 1980, accor­ 
ding to Labor Department estimates. 
The new estimates, revised upward as a result 
of the growing influx of women, projected total 
labor force of about 114 million by 1990. in 1975, 
the total number of available workers in the na­ 
tion stood at 92.6 milion. 
Nearly 12 million women are expected to be 
added to the work force between 1975 and 1990, 
the department said. It estimated that half of all 
women over 16 years old will be a part of the 
labor force by 1990. 
Currently, 55 per cent of women aged 25-54 are 
in the work force. That percentage is expected 
to rise to between 60-75 per cent by 1990. 
At the same time, the percentage of working 
men is expected to decline. 


Patty sentencing set 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI I - A federal judge to- 
day set Sept. 24 for final sentencing of Patricia 
Hearst for armed bank robbery. 
Miss Hearst, 22. was convicted last spring of 
taking part in the holdup of a San Francisco bank 
branch 10 weeks after her kidnaping by the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army. She initially was 
sentenced to the maximum term of 35 years in 
prison, but the trial judge said he would reduce 
the sentence after she underwent psychiatric 
examination.

Ford laces Carter, 
Mondale hits back

President Ford’s campaign 
kickoff brought Democratic 
criticism led by vice presiden­ 
tial nominee Walter F. Mon- 
dale’s charges of bald presiden­ 
tial misepresentation on issues 
of unem ploym ent, home 
ownership and health care. 
Making his first official cam­ 
paign speech Wednesday night 
at the University of Michigan at 
Ann Arbor — where he was 
graduated in the 1930s — Ford 
attacked Democratic presiden­ 
tial nominee Jimmy Carter for 
being inconsistent on the issues. 
Ford said the United States 
“ has made an incredible com­ 
eback” in the two years he has 
held office. He unveiled a 
proposal “ to reduce down pay­ 
ments on lower and middle in­ 
come housing by up to 50 per 
cent” and pledged “ accessible 
and affordable health care” for 
Americans. 
“ Trust is not being all things 
to all people, but being the 
same thing to all people,” Ford 
said of Carter. “ Trust is not 


having to guess what a can­ 
didate means. Trust is leveling 
with the people before the elec­ 
tion about what we’re going to 
do after the election.” 
Carter, campaigning just a 
few miles away in Dearborn, 
did not comment on the 
President’s speech. But he 
criticized Ford’s handling of 
the economy, saying “ When 
Richard Nixon resigned, 
Gerald Ford inherited a dif­ 
ficult situation, but in a few 
short weeks he unerringly 
turned difficulty into disaster.” 
Mondale campaigned with 
Carter Wednesday at the Bicen- 
ntenial Farmfest in the vice 
presidential nominee’s home 
state of Minnesota, where they 
discussed an appaent disagree­ 
ment on recent Supreme Court 
decisions. The two men were 
scheduled to meet again tonight 
at an Italian-American dinner 
to Washington. 
Asked about the Ford speech 
at an overnight stopover in 
Chicago, Mondale said “ the 
main surprise is the baldness of 
Workers yes.

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Hughes heirs 
agree on split 


HOUSTON (U PI) — Heirs of Howard Hughes, seeking a 
claim to the late billionaire's estate in case the purported 
Mormon will is discredited, have agreed to divide 
Hughes' business empire among 20 relatives. 
The heirs filed their agreement Wednesday in the 
court of state Probate Judge Pat Gregory. The same 
agreement was filed in a Nevada court three weeks ago. 
The agreement says “ it is to the economic advantage” 
of the heirs to settle their differences and that it would as­ 
sure the operation of the Hughes-owned Summa Corp. 
would not be disrupted 
The heirs say the agreement does not depend on where 
Hughes legally resided when he died or where his assets 
are located. 
Texas Attorney General John Hill has been trying to 
have Hughes declared a Texas resident so the state can 
claim $300 million in inheritance taxes from the es­ 
timated $2.5 billion estate. 
Other parties in the case are trying to have Nevada 
declared Hughes’ legal residence. 
Hughes, 70. died April 5 on an emergency medical 
flight from Acapulco to Houston. 
The agreement filed Wednesday gives half the estate to 
16 maternal heirs, one quarter to Hughes’ aunt and 
closest living relative. Annette Gano Lummis. and one 
quarter to three paternal first cousins. 
The heirs all are seeking some claim to the estate if it is 
found Hughes died without a will. Annette Lummis, 
who would inherit the entire estate under Nevada and 
California law. disclaimed all but $10,000 so that the ques­ 
tion of legal residence would not interfere with distribu­ 
tion of the estate among the 20 heirs. 
The disclaimer, filed in Los Angeles last April and in­ 
cluded in the agreement Wednesday, also has certain tax 
advantages for both Lummis and other relatives. 
In other action, attorneys sent Gregory detailed 
schedules of their preparations for the trial in Houston on 
Hughes legal residence. 
Estimates of time needed to collect evidence range 
from a few months to more than a year. 
Hill and two “ adopted” relatives want the trial to be 
held in Houston on Dec. 6, but Harold Hhoden, attorney 
for former Hughes aide Noah Dietrich, who filed the 
purported Mormon will, said discovery of evidence will 
take more than a year. 
A trial on the Mormon will will be held in Nevada on 
Jan. 10

M eat packer 
bond posting 
rule studied 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Act­ 
ing quickly on the heels of a 
just-passed 
law, 
the 
Agriculture Department has 
proposed a regulation whereby 
meat packers would be 
required to post bonds for the 
protection of farmers. 
The bonds, authorized under a 
law signed by President Ford 
Sept. 13, would assure payment 
to farmers for their livestock in 
cases where packers run into 
bankruptcy or other financial 
troubles. 
Under the proposed regula­ 
tion, all packers who buy more 
than $500.000 worth of livestock 
annually would be required to 
post a surety bond equal to two 
days of normal livestock 
purchases, with a minimum of 
$10.000 
Agriculture spokesmen said 
the need for the new bonding 
system grows out of changes in 
livestock marketing practices 
since the Packers and Stock­ 
yards Act — a basic fair trade 
practices law for the livestock 
industry — was passed more 
than half a century ago. 


Court upholds 
ARCO offshore 
drilling plea 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - 
The state Supreme Court has 
upheld a lower court ruling 
allowing Atlantic Richfield (Ar- 
co) to drill 17 new oil wells 
from a platform off the Santa 
Barbara coast 
The high court Wednesday 
denied an appeal of the lower 
court culing by a group called 
“ Get Out Oil*'. 
The state Court of Appeal 
reversed a Superior Court deci­ 
sion July 22. saying that Arco 
had vested rights to drill the 
wells. The court said Arco’s 
right to continue drilling was a 
continuance of an existing 
program of development which 
started in 1966 
The litigation began after a 
blowout in the Santa Barbara 
Channel resulted in a massive 
oil spill in January 1969

For the second year in a row, 
the overall tax rate in the 
Solvang Elem entary School 
District has decreased, District 
Supt.

The Santa Ynez Valley 
General Plan Advisory Com­ 
mittee might have been fired 
and relieved of its duties via a 
3-2 vote of the County board of 
supervisors last week, but it 
isn't quitting. 
Acknowledging that the ac­ 
tion of the county board to dis­ 
continue the services of the 
committee, named nearly four 
years ago by Supervisor James 
C Slater, “ came as a shock to 
its 12 members.” Mrs. Dorothy 
Brand, assistant secretary of 
the group, says the committee 
will carry on 
“ Because of its deep par­ 
ticipation in the Santa Ynez 
Valley agricultural study now 
under consideration by the 
county and the review now un­ 
der way of material it submit­ 
ted to the Livingston and 
Blayney firm for the new coun- 
tywide comprehensive plan, the 
committee plans to continue its 
meetings and participation m 
the studies to which it has 
dedicated so much time and ef­ 
fort.“ Mrs. Brand said 
She noted, too, that in addi­ 
tion. much of the taxpayers' 
money has been invested in the 
work of county officials and 
members of the county plann­ 
ing staff who have assisted in 
the valley’s share of the studies 
for the comprehensive plan. 
Citing the history of the com­ 
mittee. Mrs 
Brand said the 
group was appointed in 
January. 1973 by then incoming 
Supervisor Slater. It had been 
given authority for continuance 
earlier this 
year when the 
Santa Ynez V a lle y was 
realigned out of Slater's district 
and into Supervisor Francis H 


Beattie's fourth district. 
She continued: 
“ With the new alignment in 
January, and the forming by 
Supervisor Beattie of a new 
committee, known as the Upper 
Santa Ynez Valley Plan and 
Zoning Advisory Committee, 
several members of the first 
advisory committee appeared 
before the board and asked for 
clarification of their status as 
they were about to launch hear­ 
ings on the long standing 
agricultural study which they 
had formulated at the request 
of the supervisors ” 
Also, she pointed out. in the 
offing is the new comprehen­ 
sive plan — nearly completed — 
which the committee has been 
studying and researching since 
January of 1974. 
According to Mrs. Brand, at 
the clarification hearing Super­ 
visor Beattie indicated that the 
three-year old committee could 
continue its unfinished work. 
The agricultural study, com­ 
prising about 51,000 acres of 
private agricultural land in the 
Santa Ynez Valley, has been 
presented at four of seven 
scheduled hearings before the 
county planning commission 
Later the study will be given to 
the board of supervisors 


Mrs Brand said the study of 
the new comprehensive plan un­ 
dertaken countywide. at a cost 
of $500,000. includes seven com­ 
mittees of the county with each 
r e s e a rc h in g 
its 
own 
geographical area 


The Santa Ynez Valley Ad­ 
visory Committee, which has 
averaged a meeting a month 
since its inception, is currently 


“ This needs considerable 
constructive criticism ,” Mrs. 
Brand said 


“ Also," she added, “ the com­ 
mittee is of the opinion that 
because Supervisor Beattie is 
new in his judgment of the 
Santa Ynez Valley, the commit­ 
tee will continue to function as 
it feels it is representative and 
best qualified to voice the opi­ 
nions of the majority of resi­ 
dents of the valley. Among its 
main goals have been a slow 
growth rate— .9 per cent—and 
preservation of the valley’s 
agricultural land.” 


In addition to Mrs. Brand, 
committee members are John 
W iester. chairm an; 
Lorna 
Pinassi. secretary; W illiam 
Chamberlin.

LONE P IN E, Calif. (U P I) - 
Demolition experts and water 
officials sought clues today to a 
mysterious explosion that rip­ 
ped apart an unguarded con­ 
crete spillgate along the state’s 
oldest aqueduct, forcing Los 
A n g eles 
to 
s w itc h 
on 
emergency water supplies. 
The blast, triggered in the 
predawn 
hours Wednesday, 
blew a hole in one of the 
spillgate's five openings, un­ 
leashing millions of gallons of 
water into the flood control 
basin of the picturesque Owens 
Valley that separates the High 
Sierra range from Death 
Valley, some 200 miles north of 
Los Angeles. 
The Los Angeles Department 
of Water and Power, which 
owns and operates the 63-year- 
old aqueduct, quickly shut down 
the system, which feeds Los 
Angeles with 80 per cent of its 
water needs. Los Angeles con­ 
tinued to receive water un­ 
interruptedly. however, from 
two storage reservoirs below 
the break that could supply the 
city for up to two months. 
“ All we know is that it was 
some kind of explosive device,’’ 
said Inyo County Sheriff Floyd 
0 Barton “ But the type of ex­ 
plosive is unknown-. There were 
no threats Nobody is claiming 
credit for it.” 
“ It’s obviously vandalism,” 
one DWP official said 
Water officials immediately 
shut down the flow of water 
from a reservoir 30 miles up­ 
stream to allow the damaged 
spillgate to dry out. Officials 
said the area should be dry 
enough by 6 a m today for in­ 
vestigators to assess damage 
and to probe for the cause. 
The explosion occurred at 
1:30 a m and was apparently 
centered in one of five concrete 
spillway gates, each four feet 
square, which were built below 
an old Spanish-style gatehouse. 
Windows of the gatehouse were 
blown out by the concussion of 


the blast, which buckled the 
concrete floor several inches. 
James Wicksen, northern dis­ 
trict engineer for the DWP, 
said about 300 to 400 cubic feet 
of water — or enough to supply 
300 to 400 families with water 
for a year — would be lost 
before the break could be fixed 
“ I t ’s a ctu a lly a sm all 
amount,” Wicksen said. “ But if 
this flow went unchecked for a 
year, then I would say the loss 
would be drastic.” 
The break, occuring five 
miles north of this mountain 
foothill community just above 
U.S. 395, sent water gushing 
through a concrete channel 
below the highway and onto a 
sprawling flood plain where the 
water eventually made its way 
to the dry Owens Lake. There 
were no structures in the path. 
Scores of sightseers came 
and went during the day 
Wednesday, gathering below 
the spillgate to watch the water 
gush under the highway and 
onto the plain. 
“ If I knew who did it. I would 
buy them a case of beer,” said a 
woman known to local residents 
only as “ The Cat Lad y,” 
because she adopts stray cats. 
“ My great - great-grand­ 
mother used to tell us that the 
valley used to be really green 
and lush and pretty and that 
hundreds of elk used to roam 
the valley. Now it’s just dried 
up.”

Right to die supported 


SACRAMENTO. Calif. (U P I) 
— The 25,000-member C ali­ 
fornia Medical Association has 
urged Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr. to sign hotly debated right- 
to-die legislation to clear up un­ 
certainties in existing law. 
In a letter to the governor, 
Dr E Kash Rose, president­ 
elect of the CM A, said the 
legislation, which is on Brown’s 
desk, does not change the moral 
obligation of a physician to keep 
a patient alive. 


“ Nothing in the bill would 


permit, condone or authorize 
any affirmative or deliberate 
act or omission to end life other 
than to permit the natural 
process of dying as provided for 
in the act,” Rose said Wednes­ 
day. 
The legislation, prompted by 
the national case of comatose 
Karen Ann Quinlan, would 
allow adult term inally ill 
patients to order their physi­ 
cians through a signed “ living 
w ill,” to disconnect artificial 
lungs, heart and kidney 
machines.

the ball, we want everything to be perfect, and if 
everything’s not perfect, we’re not going to throw the ball.” 
In fact, Warren sums up the team’s offensive hopes like 
this: ‘‘When we have the ball, our object is to keep it, so we 
have an offense that we hope will gain 3*/2 yards a carry. And 
that’s just about what we’re looking for on offense.” 
That offensive plan might well be underminded by senior 
tailback Calvin Boler (5-9, 155), who almost never settles for 
3Mi yards a carry. Last year he picked up 6.4 yards per try, 
good for over 1,100 yards total. 
Boler may well be the school’s best pure athlete, and he 
adds a radical touch to the conservative offense. Stacked up 
behind fullback Mike Walker (Jr., 215) in the I formation, 
Boler will frequently be asked to do what he does best — look 
for an opening somewhere along the line, and run though it. 
According to Warren, Boler is stronger and more mature 
than last year. He has good speed and “ a great feeling for 
where the defensive people are.” He is also an outstanding 
receiver, with several clutch catches last year, and if Lom­ 
poc ever does decide to pass, Boler will be a key target. 
As for his running, Warren gives Boler a lofty com­ 
pliment: ‘‘We can’t stop him (in practice) most of the time.” 
Just as Boler attractes attention on offense, teammate 
Richard Aguilar is the guy the fans love to watch on defense. 
The 5-9, 196-pound senior noseguard has earned a reputation 


for tackling, sacking and kick-blocking. Aguilar has the 
speed and strength to take advantage of the situation he’s in. 
In the Lompoc system, the noseguard is given freedom to 
chase the ball without being hindered by specific assign­ 
ments. It’s a position ideally suited to spotlight a player with 
Aguilar’s mobility, strength and explosive tackling ability. 


Boler and Aguilar head up a solid corps of returning 
starters and lettermen. The quarterback and the offensive 
line are mostly new but Warren feels a lot better about the 
overall situation than he did a year ago at this time. Back 
then he saw flaws in the defense, and those flaws became ob­ 
vious in the first two games, when Lompoc was outscored 61 
to 14 — an embarrassing start for a new coach in Lompoc. 


The Braves came back to respectability and beyond, ad­ 
vancing to the second round of the C IF playoffs and a 7-4 
record. But this year Warren is anticipating a better start. 


“We re way ahead of where we were at this time last 
year,” says the 31-year-old coach, ‘‘in terms of total 
preparation, execution and understanding techniques. We’ve 
been working out since January, and we had an excellent spr­ 
ing. I don’t think we have glaring weaknessess like we did 
last year.” 


Warren rates the team’s strong points as good (maybe 


great) team speed, quickness, attitude, agressive defense, 
an outstanding kicking game, and good depth at most posi­ 
tions. 
The Braves play their usual no-pansy preleague schedule, 
so they’ll have to be ready. 
Getting down to specifics, here’s how things look: 


The offense 
Last year’s outstanding option quarterback, Chuck Van 
Allen, has moved on to Hancock College. In his place is Steve 
McMillian, not a running threat, but a player Warren 
describes as “ a very fine leader, very intelligent, an above 
average passer.” 


Any passing he does will be medium to short range, and 
will be done while moving parrallel to the line of scrimmage. 
The option, multiple sets, and drop-back pass have been 
shelved, and the offense generally simplifed. Everything 
will be run from the I, with emphasis on the fullback trap 
and the tailback blast up the middle, and that hopefully will 
open things up for the sweep and outside power running, and 
maybe an occasional pass. 
There is no shortage of running backs. Behind Boler is Pat 
Fridrich (Jr., 175), who can be used in situations calling for a 
crunching runner.

M ONTREAL (U P I) - The players on 
Team Canada feel they proved Canada 
has regained its title as the most power­ 
ful hockey nation in the world and 
removed the tarnish gathered on the 
crown in recent years. 
Team Canada proved itself the 
strongest club ever assembled by this 
country with a 5-4 overtime victory over 
Czechoslovakia, on a goal by Darryl Sit- 
tler for a two-game sweep of ti e berc-of- 
three finals in the six-nation Canada Cup 
Wednesday night. 
Goaltender Rogie Vachon, who played 
in all seven Team Canada games and had 
a 1.4 goals-against average, expressed a 
thought shared by many players when he 
said, “ This is the greatest team in the 
world and I ’ll never forget it. This whole 
series was just fantastic and it was the 
greatest experience of my life.” 
While the $4.-million a year collection 
of WHA and NHL allstars celebrated, 
members of Czechoslovakia’s 1976 world 
championship club sat quietly in their 
dressing room. Czech Coach Karel Gut 
praised the Canadians and said there was 
no shame in coming in second best. 
‘‘They have an excellent club,” he 
said. “ They deserve a lot of credit. But 
you also have to give a lot of credit to 
their fans in the Montreal Forum, the 
‘church’ of hockey. They were tremen­ 
dous and they gave that club much, much 
support. They were just excellent.” 
Asked if he would concede the Cana­ 
dians were the true world champions. 
Gut said, “ We will see you all in the 1977 
World championships in Vienna. That’s 
where we will find out who has the best 
team in the world.”

Guy Lapointe fired in a shot from just in­ 
side the blueline. but the goal was waved 
off because time had elapsed in the first 
half of the overtime period Guy Lafleur 
golfed the puck in from the crease, but 
the goal didn't count since the Czechs 
deliberately knocked the cage off its 
post.

exemption 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - A Justice 
Department official said he sees no 
justification for exempting professional 
sports from federal antitrust laws and 
suggested baseball’s antitrust exemption 
be revoked by Congress. 
Assistant Attorney General Joe Sims 
of the Antitrust Division made the com­ 
ments in testimony prepared for 
delivery today to the House Select Com­ 
mittee on Professional Sports. 
“This question (of antitrust exemp­ 
tions) should be laid to rest, unless and 
until baseball or another professional 
sports industry comes forth with a com­ 
pelling case to apply different commer­ 
cial rules to their business than are com­ 
mon.” said Sims. 
Baseb all’s antitrust exemption 
was upheld by the Supreme Court in 1922, 
but the court since has disavowed the ra­ 
tionales behind the decision, Sims said. 
In Curt Flood’s challenge to baseball’s 
reserve clause, the court reaffirmed the 
exemption, saying any changes would 
have to be made by Congress. 
“ The Congress, having received this 
invitation, should accept it without 
delay,” said Sims. “ We can see no 
economic or other persuasive justifica­ 
tion for continuing to treat baseball dif­ 
ferently from the other professional 
team sports, which are now clearly sub­ 
ject to the antitrust laws ” 
He said bringing baseball under the an­ 
titrust tent could encourage the es­ 
tablishment of competitive leagues and 
check any abuses of economic power by 
established leagues

Especially 
when he starts spouting those 
ethnic slurs of his at other 
players like A rthur Ashe, 
Harold Solomon and Hans- 
Jurgen Pohmann, but even with 
that kind of rubbish, which he 
doesn’t honestly mean anyway, 
his presence in any tennis tour­ 
nament still adds something to 
it. Myself. I happen to like the 


guy. I like the way he plays ten­ 
nis and I like the way he gets 
everybody so fired up at him, 
they want to wring his neck. 
People run to patterns. That 
goes for N astase, too. He 
shouldn’t delude himself into 
thinking he’s that unusual or 
that different from anybody 
else. He’s plain people, the 
same as anybody else, which is 
what his wife keeps telling him 
all the time.

He was eliminated by the oft- 
times irascible Romanian dur­ 
ing a U.S. Open third-round 
match, which everybody was 
watching to see if there’d be 
any repetition of the monstrous 
conduct Nastase exhibited in 
his previous match two days 
earlier. 


Nastase was like a pussy cat 
in his m atch with Riessen. 
There was hardly a peep out of

him. 
“I had no problem at all with 
him. but I knew I wouldn’t,” 
said Riessen. “That’s his pat­ 
tern.” 
Same thing in Nastase’s next 
two matches with Roscoe Tan­ 
ner and Bjom Borg. He beat 
Tanner in five sets and lost to 
Borg in three, but there was no 
nonsense, no fooling around. 
Ilie Nastase is like a little 
boy, a little boy who has been 
spoiled shamelessly but one 
who also knows exactly how far 
he can go with one of his 
juvenile tantrums.

He senses when 
it’s wise for him to back up 
Some of his disagreeableness 
is calculated and that makes it 
all the worse. 
Nastase realizes his bad man­ 
ners and bad language stir up 
the crowd and that pleases him. 
like the little boy he is. 
What he’s doing is saying. 
‘Look at me! I’m Ilie Nastase 
and I can act any way I please, 
and if you don’t like it tough.’ 


A lot of people don’t like it. 
That apparently includes his 
wife. Dominique, who nearly 
left Nastase this past year 
because she couldn’t put up 
with the way he was acting 
When N astase was going 


through his tirade during his 
match with Pohmann. his wife 
got up from her seat in the 
stands and walked out shaking 
her head.

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR PO LLY — I have a handmade white nylon baby 
sweater set and some 100 per cent cotton shirts (white 
with color prints) that have yellow age spots on them 
from being packed away for five years. Do you have any 
idea how I could get the yellow out? — PEG G Y. 
DEAR PEGGY — Have you tried washing the gar­ 
ments in one of those detergents that has a special 
brightener? According to a U.S. Dept, of Agricalture 
Bulletin, color removers are safe for most fibers, but 
can fade or remove many dyes. If a test on a small cor­ 
ner shows this does not happen on yours, you may be 
able to restore the whiteness by using a color remover 
followed by an immediate rinsing and drying in the air. 
Follow directions on the box carefully. A bleach suitable 
for the fabrics might also be used — dilute it to about 
two tablespoons to a quart of cool water. Of course, the 
nylon sweater set could have absorbed yellow from 
something else stored with it, and that can seldom be 
removed. The entire set might be dyed yellow, and the 
shirts one of the darkest colors ia *be print if all else 
fails. - POLLY.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Savoring quiet in Plains 


PLAINS, Ga. — He sits in the front 
room of his handsome one-story house 
and talks with his quick, soft-spoken 
manner, 
characteristically 
gesturing 
with his hands with their long tapering 
fingers. 
For Jimmy Carter it is the eve of a 
new and more formidable ordeal and he 
will not know the quiet 
of Plains as he moves 
ceaselessly across the 
c o u n try 
in 
th e 
presidential campaign 
until Nov. 2. 
H a v in g 
ju s t 
returned from his en­ 
c o u n te r w ith the 
R o m an 
C a th o lic 
bishops and aware of 
the criticism of his 
seeming ambiguity on 
the abortion issue, he 
nevertheless 
reflects 
the quiet confidence that marked the 
palmy days of the primaries. 
"I welcoir0 the debates,” he says. 
“ What could be better than a face-to- 
face confrontation on the issues of the 
day?” 
Yet at the same time you sense an 
awareness of the need to move into 
another higher and far more demanding 
gear. Face-to-face has been his strength 
and his people can recite the hundreds of 
thousands of hands he shook in his suc­ 
cessful race for governor of Georgia. 
Rut the candidate can’t shake a 
hundred million hands no matter how 
many plant gates he stands outside in 
one part of the nation or another He 
must emerge as a candidate strong in his 
beliefs, challenging the man in the White 
House at every turn 
I reminded him that he had said he 
would not use Watergate as an issue. 
Why not, when so many Americans were 
aware of the evils of that time? 
“ The people know what Nixon did. 
There is no need to repeat that. But there 
is a continuity of the Nixon policies. The 
same people are there. 
“ The dominant question is of a non­ 
leader and that I intend to talk about.” 
The principal themes of his campaign 
will be those he talked about in his 
speech to the general board of the AFL- 
CIO — inflation and unemployment. The 
figures pour out, the rise in prices since 
the Johnson-Kennedy era, the growth of 
unemployment to the highest point since 
the 30s He has a litany of 10 specific 
propsals for the control of inflation, 
which he will repeat over and over as the 
campaign progresses 
At the same time he is careful to ap­ 
proximate the centrist position. He re­ 
minds the interviewer that he has been 
opposed to the Humphrey-Hawkins full 
employment bill for a long time. 
“ I am for the concept of Humphrey- 
Hawkins as it shows the consequences of 
unemployment on the present scale. It is 
too expensive and I do not favor the kind 
of overall planning by the federal 
government that it would mean.” 
On crime and its steady increase not 


only in cities but in small towns and sub­ 
urbs. he is frank to admit this is a hard 
question to answer. He believes a large 
part is due, particularly in ghetto areas, 
to large-scale unemployment. 
“ I would favor concentrating crime- 
aid from the federal government on 
areas where the crime rate is highest 
There is a constant fear in the ghettos. It 
is the poor unemployed black who com­ 
mits crimes on other poor blacks. 
“ But it is not alone the cities. 
Unemployment in this county is 12 and 
one-half per cent. You have to think of 
the effect on the family structure and 
particularly on a loose structure, as with 
black families here. A youth turns 18 and 
he is told by his family they can no 
longer keep him. He is turned out. 
“ There is no aid of any kind for him, no 
help from the government. So it is hardly 
surprising that he turns to crime of one 
kind or another. Approaching adulthood, 
he lacks self-esteem, he lacks respect for 
a mature legal society.” 
Again and again he turns to his own ex­ 
perience in the rolling green countryside 


where his peanut business has made him, 
if not a millionaire, then close to it. That 
and his experience as governor of 
Georgia when he visited every prison in 
the state. 
“ On the average I would think that 35 
per cent of the men and women in prison 
were retarded. I never saw a rich man in 
prison. The process of justice is so slow 
and the fate of the parolee so uncertain. I 
think here that the upper stratum has a 
personal responsibility to help in­ 
dividuals in the lower stratum.” 


In this brief interval of transition he 
must convert from the citizen of Plains 
— population 683, looking, in its neat 
store front Main Street, like a Hollywood 
set — to a national figure.

Based on those figures, Ford ad­ 
ministration officials concluded that a 
New York bankruptcy would not cause 
havoc among the nation’s financial in­ 
stitutions. But Rosenthal’s subcommit­ 
tee challenged the figures and demanded 
a new survey. 
The poll first revealed that 546 banks 
actually held significant amounts of New 
York notes. Further checking showed 
that total of 954 banks would be left 
holding the bag if New York went under. 
The Treasury had underestimated the 
impact of a New York City default on 
American banks by 900 per cent. A 
default, the study concludes, could have 
caused an economic disaster for the na­ 
tion. 
Fortunately, Ford changed his mind.

ETHNIC POLITICS: The Republican 
National Committee has taken a leaf 
from Richard Nixon’s 1972 campaign 
notebook and dispatched fund-raising let­ 
ters to Spanish-American federal 
employes and contractors. 
In a dear “ am igos” letter, the 
chairman of the Republican Hispanic As­ 
sembly. Elen Fernandez, urged atten­ 
dance at a testim onial dinner for 
Spanish-Americans in the Ford ad­ 
ministration 
Fernandez asked for a 


minimum contribution of $30. Hie mes­ 
sage was clear to Spanish-American 
federal employes and contractors: If 
they want to protect their jobs, they had 
better cough up. 
A spokesman for the GOP Hispanic As­ 
sembly said he saw no impropriety in the 
solicitations. 
Italian-Americans, meanwhile, have 
complained that they are being ignored 
by Democratic presidential candidate 
Jimmy Carter. 
In a letter to Carter’s New York 
headquarters, officers of the Italian- 
American Committee griped that the 
Democrat had gone out of his way to 
meet with several other ethnic groups 
during the party’s recent convention, but 
had blithely bypassed them. 
There are 25 million Americans with 
blood ties to Italy, the letter states, and 
many “ have severe problems with 
housing, educational opportunity, jobs 
and promotional opportunity.” But 
Carter, the Italian-Americans charged, 
seems to lack an “ understanding of the 
problems and issues of ethnics.” 
Within a day after we inquired about 
the letter at Carter headquarters, the 
Italian-Americans received word that 
the presidential candidate would be hap­ 
py to meet with them in New York. 
STR ETC H ED “ BOOTS” : Rep 
Charles Diggs. D.-Mich., who heads the 
House District of Columbia Committee, 
habitually lays (town the law to city of-

ficials. But he hasn’t hesitated to bend 
the law to his own purposes. 
Diggs left an official reception last 
year and found a police “ boot” locked to 
the wheel of his automobile. The 
legislator, who oversees police pay and 
operations, was “ astonished,” he told us. 
He assumed the ticketing officer had 
not noticed his congressional tags. When 
they discovered who he was, the police 
obligingly unlocked the congressmena’s 
wheels. 
Diggs admitted to us that he had been 
ticketed “ three or four times” but had 
ignored the tickets because he was on 
“ official business.” Our sources say 
Diggs has been written up far more 
times than that. 
FTC CONFLICT: You might say that 
former Federal Trade Commission 
public relations man Art Amolsch likes 
to have his cake and eat it too. 
After leaving the FTC. Amolsch set up 
a consulting firm for companies who 
“ want to avoid problems with the 
Federal Trade Commission ” Soon 
afterward, he accepted an offer to 
become a part-time consultant to the 
FTC’s Bureau of Consumer Protection. 
The FTC job was scuttled, however, 
when the agency’s lawyers got a look at 
the promotional mailing Amolsch sent 
out for his new firm. 
Amolsch told us that “ I don’t think it’s 
a conflict of interest although I can see 
how it would look that way."

It may be academ ic on various 
grounds, but the school board’s practice 
of issuing a counter salary proposal with 
the offer pegged at zero is causing con­ 
siderable conversation. 
Initial salary proposals by either side 
— management, employe representative 
— must be incorporated in a school 
board agenda or at 
least in the minutes of 
a regular meeting 
Subsequent changes in 
the stance of either 
side are not publicized 
at least not in the 
agenda 
The feelings of this 
reporter are mixed 
and 
in co n clu siv e. 
T h e re 
a r e 
so m e 
observers who say the 
school board may be 
meeting the letter of 
the law by coming forth with a document 
that they label “ initial response,” but 
that they violate the spirit of the law 
when the response is in effect, no 
response 
That comment raises the question of 
what was intended by the legislature 
when it wrote the law. If it was to get any 
kind of meaningful figure in terms of a 
school board dollars and cents response, 
it is being frustrated. It should be borne 
in mind that teacher organizations op­ 
posed the law requiring the publication 
of initial demands or offers. Hie position 
of classified employe organizations is 
not clear to this reporter, but the 
organizations have been traditionally 
close-mouthed about details of their de­ 


mands 
On a couple of occasions, this reporter 
recalls classisfied em ployes being 
somewhat surprised when the school 
board came out with a detailed rundown 
of employe demands with an analysis 
showing the demands would cost in the 
millions of dollars. 
Some classified employes charge that 
the only thing the law accomplishes is to 
get their salary demands before the 
public. If we assume that it is the public 
that is intended to be served, the process 
sheds light on the extent of employe de­ 
mands, but nothing whatsoever on the 
school board's thinking 
Some observers say the demand of the 
employes and the ground zero offer of 
the school board are beginning points: 
The employes scale their demands down 
gradually during the negotiations, while 
the school board increases its ante. If 
that plan works, the two sides would 
meet in the center somewhere. 
Still other and perhaps more pragmatic 
observers, say. let’s quit the fun and 
games The school board offer of four 
per cent salary raises has already been 
accepted by teachers and administrators 
and it’s reasonable to expect that that’s 
what the board will finally offer to clas­ 
sified employes 
Historically that has 
been the result of negotiations In this in­ 
stance. however, the bargaining is going 
on under the aegis of the Rodda Act ami 
not under the old Winton Act that died on 
July 1. For that reason, anything, 
theoretically could happen 
Classified 
employes for example, could wind up 
with no raises or raises less or more than 
the four per cent 
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There may be more truth than poetry 
to all this Only time will tell. This 
reporter recognizes for example that it 
might be self-defeating for the school 
board to publicize its initial offer or peg 
it at the maximum that they feel they 
can go in the ultimate It would tip their 
hand in one respect and in another 
there’d be no place for the school board 
to go. If either of those possibilities 
became a reality, the school board could 
be charged with being implacable in 
refusing to budge from its position, a 
position that might leave them no room 
for maneuvering 
The law governing all this is so new 
that both sides are obviously feeling 
their way gingerly. To this reporter who 
has sat through long and difficult 
negotiations from a reporter’s position, 
the collective bargaining law is a whole 
new world for the school board and the 
employes 


Meanwhile the classified employes 
continue to work without a contract and 
without raises

A little over 20 years ago, I was sitting 
in on a meeting of the Traffic and Tran­ 
sportation Committee of a Chamber of 
Commerce in a certain Southern Califor­ 
nia community where a revolutionary 
idea in traffic speed control was bom. 
Or at least, that’s what the man who 
presented the idea to the committee 
said He offered it as 
an original invention, 
and it was given a trial 
in

minicipal parking lots 
where it was hailed as

g e n u i n e 
breakthrough 
As I visited other 
communities after 
that, I was amazed at 
how fast this “ original 
idea” had spread. 
You probably have 
been annoyed — or 
pleased, depending on 
how inhibited you like to be when driving 
in shopping centers, parking lots and 
controlled access roads — by this 
“ invention.” 
I am referring to the raised places 
across the traffic lane designed to make 
you slow down when you roll over them 
at the risk of rattling your teeth and ruin­ 
ing your wheel alignment if you don’t 
The other day I made an astonishing 
discovery. The idea for those rounded 
bumps did not originate in that chamber 
of commerce committee meeting some 
20 years ago. 
According to a booklet on automotive 
history, the City of Glencoe, 111., first 
had the inspiration in 1907 to fill its 
streets with little mounds resembling a 
good-sized Oklahoma red ant hill to keep 
those maniacal drivers from ripping 
through town at speeds of 15 to 16 miles 
per hour! 
According to the booklet, these are 
some other automotive “ firsts” : 
The first car theft occurred in 1905 
when the culprit hitched up a horse to it 
and towed it off the streets of St. Louis, 
causing much speculation as to what the 
car-napper was going to do with it. 
Front bumpers first appeared in 1906 
The first fully closed model of an 
automobile came out in 1911, and it was a 
Buick Nickel plating for radiators and 
lamps originated in 1921 and balloon tires 
emerged in 1922. Four-wheel brakes 
were introduced in the following year, 
ethyl gas in 1924 and car radios in 1929 
You may be surprised to know that in 
our country’s automotive history there 
have been no less than 1,700 makes of 
cars on the road at one time or another. 
There isn’t room to list them all, but 
some of the more unusual ones include 
the following:
